HE American people, as well as some other nations, might be 


fittingly reminded that just twenty years ago this week two 


things were happening which had a definite bearing on history, 
but which-the United States certainly does not wish to repeat. 
One was the"-second registration for the selective draft, m 
which 13,395,706 men;of.;l8 to 45 signed up for possible war 
service. 


Also, just two decades ago this week, the A. E. F. drive 


against the Saint Mihiel salient, held by the Germans since 1914, 
vas initiated and carried through successfully, with 500,000 
American troops, plus some French and British, taking this 
vital sector and opening the way to final defeat of the Ger- 
mans and to the Armistice which came just two months later. 


We have no war plans today and our whole national at- 


titude is against all war. 
It is well that we look tack, on-this 


dual anniversary, and, without discounting the efficiency of 
our emergency draft plan or of our soldiers in France, resolve 
once more, in this time of world-wide tension, that the whole 
lesson of war which we learned twenty years ago must not be 
forgotten,' however elastic the memories of some other nations.

WHEN THE OX IS GORED 


No matter how seriously the public may view a third term for any 


President, no matter how grave a threat to the continuance of true 
democracy it may hold long-continued occupancy of. that office to be, 
it is significant to note that the questian becomes like a swinging weath- 
er vane when politicians line up thereon. 
v 


It was in 1928 that the third term last projected itsell into a dis- 


cussion of the moment. That \vas the year in which Calvin Coolidge 
startled the country one day by laconically saying "I do not chose to 
run." But he did not say that until the third term discussion was well 
underway. It never appeared that Mr. Cooiidge was influenced by it in 
reaching his decision. His position was unusual in that he had served 
one full term and part of another which he had inherited through Mr. 
Harding's death. The discussion had waged along the lines as to wheth- 
er the first partial term could properly be held to be a full term or 
whether, without breaking precedents, one could fill a term so falling 
to him and then two full terms to which he might be elected. 


Of course, no agreement was ever reached on that point. Natur- 


ally the Democratic chorus was almost unanimously against a can- 
didacy which it held to violate a precedent that gave assurance of per- 
petuity to the Republic. 


The Senate adopted an anti-third term resolution in February, 


1928. Among those voting for it were such stalwart New Dealers as Sen- 
tors Barkley, present majority leader, Ashurst, Swansgn (now Secretary 
of the Navy), Wagner, and Nonls. Senator Norris had said previously 
that a third term would be "a long step toward a monarchical form of 
government," inasmuch as "political machines held together by federal 
patronage constitute the greatest danger to the perpetuity of a free gov- 
ernment." 


BOYS AND GIRLS ON THE FARM 


BOYS AND GIRLS on the, farm 


are slowly coming into their own. 
While it is true that cities, as a 
rule, have better schools and better 
cultural advantages of all sorts than 
rural areas have, there are excep- 
tions. 
, 


While serving as leader of dem- 


onstration public forums for the U. 
S. office of education, some while 
ago, in Somerset, Monmouth and 
Warren counties. New Jersey, I saw 
some of the finest teaching and 
general school programs in rural 
places I have witnessed anywhere 
—and I have visited a good many 
thousand classrooms throughout the 
United States. 


New Jersey can be proud of her 


"helping teachers," who go about 
inspiring the rural teachers. Care- 
fully 
selected., they 
are 
highly 


trained women who themselves ex- 
celled as rural teachers. I wish all 
school supervisors in our nation 
were called "helping teachers," and 
that they would be what the name 
implies, as the helping teachers of 
New Jersey truly are. 


In these three counties, and many 


other counties, of New Jersey, is an 
effective 
public 
library 
service. 


Books are distributed to schools; 
and at smallest places, maybe in a 
fire house, grange hall, or country 
store, made available for rural folk. 


New Jersey also has a splendid 


service for rural high school boys. 
Those choosing agriculture 
don't 


merely study it from a book. Each 
boy must, EIS a part of his regular 
school work, carry through some 
project outside of school—growing 
grain, fruit, vegetables: raising live- 
stock or poultry. This project is 
supervised by the regular teacher 
of agriculture, (salary is paid by 
federal, state and local funds), who 
goes to the homes of these boys, 
guiding them in summer, even dur- 
ing the school term. 


Teachers Well Paid 


I rode in a car with one of the 


agricultural teachers, a keen, lik- 


1 able younc fellow. 
He said he is 


I better paid than most other teach- 


I ers, that in Jersey and in some 
| other states teachers of agriculture 
| are in great demand. 


"One of my boys lives there." he 


said as we went along. "I get to 
know my boys, their homes and 
families. Makes all the difference 
in the world to their work nt school. 


"The boy in there graduated last 


year. . . . We. offer a night course, 
and' these alumni" attend in large 
numbers—it's a non-credit course. 
. . . And there are the 4-H clubs 
for boys and for girls. The county 
farm agent looks after them. . . . 
The Future Farmers of America is 
an active, growing organization." 


Especially 
fine 
is the service, 


through the state agricultural col- 
| leges, of the home economics wom- 
en who serve among girls and 
women of the 
farms, especially 


among farm mothers. 


While also holding forums for & 


month in the area of Kalamazoo, 
Mich.. I was able to observe some 
| of the splendid work in education, 
especially health education, in the 
rural schools and homes, care of 
expectant mothers and young chil- 
dren, thanks to the extraordinary 
program being put on by the Kel- 
logg Foundation in six rural coun- 
ties of southern Michigan.

BENSON APPROVES 


The President's recent statement anent the candidacies of lib- 


erals and conservatives regardless of party lines, brought an almost in- 
stant response from Governor Benson, of Minnesota, who is the Farmer- 
Labor candidate to succeed himself, and a statesman of radical ten- 
dencies. 


Governor Benson is said to have told the President, after his pil- 


grimage to Hyde Park, that all of the Northwestern States were solidly 
behind his effort to bring about a realignment of parties along conserv- 
ative and liberal lines. In embracing the entire Northwest, Governor 
Benson may have been taking in too much territory, but royal mes- 
sengers always like to bring favorable news, and in the Governor's case 
the wish was doubtless father to the thought. 


It may be said, however, that in no'state have party lines been 


more disrupted than in Minnesota. There are three candidates for gov- 
ernor there,'and Mr. Benson is being opposed by a Republican and a 
Democrat. The New Dealers for the most part look with favor on Gov- 
ernor Benson and not the Democratic candidate so that the real fight 
may be between the Republican and the Farmer-Laborite. Just what 
•will happen it is of course too early to predict. It seems reasonable to 
state however that the present fight will do the old-line Democratic 
Party little if any good in Minnesota. 


Like all radicals, Governor Benson has a sure-fire elixir to cure 


the farm problem. He would have prices for farm products fixed by the 
government. 
This would require first, a strict regimentation of the 


farmers through a system of crop control. But it is doubtful whether 
even this would work could it be put into effect. It is impossible for 
President Boossvelt and Mr. Wallace to regiment the farmers in Can- 
ada, in Australia and other agricultural lands. Cutting down production 
at home therefore would only encourage production abroad. Of course 
alien farmers might promise to reduce acreage, but would they?

get Practice 


The Uniform Firearms Act of 


1831, requiring special permission to 
transport or conceal certain small 
firearms, including pistols or re- 
volvers with barrels less than 12 
inches In length, shotguns 
with- 


barrels under-24 inches and rifles 
with barrels under 15 inches, is not 
a game law. 


Section 6 of the firearms act per- 


mits the use of pistols 
and the 


other short firearms covered by the 
act. for hunting, fishing or train- 
ing dogs, when such firearms are 
registered with the county treasurer, 
which we assume is the treasurer 
of the county in which the sports- 
man resides. The fee for this regis- 
ration is fifteen cents (15c), payable 
to the county treasurer to be re- 
;ajned by him. 
This registration 


.s good only for the year for which 
the hunting or fishing license with 
which It is registered, Is issued. 
Nothing in the act gives the treas- 
urer the right to refuse such regis- 
trations when a proper license is 
^resented, the Pennsylvania Game 
News says. 


The registration does not author- 


ize the privilege of using a pistol 
for target -practice, or for any other 
shooting except that which may 
properly be classed as hunting, 
fishing or training dogs. To trans- 
port a pistol or other short fire- 
arm for target shooting or protec- 
tion, application should be made to 
the chief of police when the appli- 
cant resides in a city, or to the 
sheriff when residence is held else- 
where in the county, for a special 
license. 
The sheriff may charge a 


fee of $1.50 and the chief of police, 
50c, except that, a reduction of 50c 
must be made in each case, when 
applicant 
shows / his 
resident 


hunter's license for the 
current 


year. These officials have legal au- 
thority to refuse to issue the license; 
and the rejected applicant has the 
right of appeal to the court of quar- 
ter sessions of the county in which 
he resides, within 30 days.

DAMAGE BY RABBITS 


In reply to numerous complaints 


of rabbit damage to truck patches, 
game officials prescribed the use of 
either a creolin or tobacco spray 
or hydrated lime. 
Persons who 


have used these preventatives re- 
port that in almost every case an 
application or two has resulted in 
keeping rabbits away from the vege- 
table patches. 
None of these in- 


gredients cause any injury to the 
plants—in fact they help them ma- 
;erialiy, the Pennsylvania 
Game 


News reports. 


Persons who have difficulty in 


controlling- the number of rabbits 
around their gardens, after repeat- 
ed attempts to discourage the ani- 
mals, should enlist the services of 
•heir local game protector. In many 
cases it has been both practical 
and profitable to trap such animals 
for release in more desirable areas. 


Following a recommendation of 


Superintendent C. C. Green, seven 
teachers of the New Castle public 
schools were assigned Wednesday 
night to teach "orthogenic 
back- 


ward" children. Such children are 
ones who for various reasons are 
unable to learn as quickly as they 
should and need special attention.

The board will pay the I 
teachers $50 over their regular sal- 
ary- for the first year, $100 the sec- 
ond year and up to $200 for 
the 


fourth year. The banace of the' ap- 
propriation will be used for supplies 
necessary. 


The assig-nment of such teachers 


to the classes will not cost the school 
district any money but will prob- 
ably save it several hundred dollars 
per year. 


Authority was also granted to as- 


sign one substitute teacher to go to 
the Homes of ten children who arc 
unable to attend school and instruct 
them this winter. The ten young- 
sters cannot possibly attend school 
due to physical deficiencies and un- 
der the school code they are entitled I 
to an education. 


The teacher will spend about four 


half days per month in each of the 
homes.
